Oousul Hothain, on the other hand, m 
his commercial report ou Calms for -last 
/car, lately printed, expresses his. ui>ni- 
ion that thewliolo secret of the liberal- 
ityof a/m-laying displayed by 1 reach 
hens lies in th« quality of the soil of 
those districts in which hens are re- 
nowned for their laying qualities. At- 
tempts have, he says, been not vmire- 
.iticntly made to introduce French ponl- 
oy into England, under the impression 
that with proper care and management 
these fowls may become u fair source of 
iwofit—so far, at least, aa eg^s are con- 
«;craed. The French hen, however, re- 
moved from her native land, does not, 
:is a rule, behave herself with that pro- 
.taciivo alacrity which distinguishes her 
in many, though not in all, parts of 
France. This is accounted for by the 
iaci that in the neighborhood of Calais, 
;is veil as near lioulogne, there exists a 
marked quintity of silei in the soil, 
iighly favorable for egg-laying purposes, 
uadwhentlie fowls are removed from 
cliis particular soil there is a marked 
•Unuuution in their laying propensities, 
vt Amiuns agaiu, this same quality of 
..oil is found, and the poultry from that 
• listrict are remarkable for their laying 
qualities: they jire, indeed, perhaps the 
mobt celebrated layers in France. If, 
rherefore, the same breed lay better in 
•me part of France than another—as, 
ior instance, the fowls in the neighbor- 
uood of Calais—it is not unreasonable 
TO suppose that the change of soil is the 
principal cause of attempts having hith- 
• rto> failed to transplant French poultn 
into England for commercial purposes. 
Otherwise, as Clonsul Hothani points 
•.mi, it surely would be worth our while 
r> this couistry to turn our attention 
Hcriously to the subject instead of im- 
-jKirtiug hundreds of millions of eggs 
nearly from France. The reason some- 
times given of our climate not being 
writable for poultry is more fanciful than 
real, for there are districts in the south 
•if Kujjland which, without a doubt, 
•aajght compare favorably with the north
